Goodness was her fathety charity her mother, 
ti^d her stu^ly is the happiness of man. Masanry is both a 

^ BciERclB and an ART. As a science, she stuidies the inter- 

^ est, and «eareAe5 for the wants of sufTering humanity, As 

^ «o art, she cultivates ihote inUreats and relieves thost wants. 

"^ Even in the darkest ages of antiquity, when literature was a 
stranger to the world ; aud when virtue was rather a re- 

•v" lie of pristine innocence, than a cultivated plant in the ' 
terrestrial ^rdeo. Masonry disclosed ber radiance in the 

s& rhambers of the '* East,*' and beamed with celestial lustre 

^ OQ the admiring world. 

^ As Masonry, like the rising sun, was at first seen illu- 

minating a complete horizon, so, like him, she is still unU 

^ tcrsal in the benign emanation of her genial beams Her 
influence is restricted by ho local boundaries of climate, sect, 
or country. By the sacred and inviolable signs which 
distiogoish the fraternity, they are ev«ry where known to 
their intelligent, and discerning brethren. Thus they en- 
joy a uuiversal language, and thus a derided advantage 
u given them over every other society that has studied the 
happiness of man. 

By this language, which constitutes a bond of in^epa- 
jmble union, the distant Chinese, thejwaodermg Ara; > tha 
slave of European despotism, and the son of Amcricae 
liberty, all assemble on a common and consecrtcfid 
grojDd, speaking the intelligible language of unity and

peace. Even amid the ravages of war tlie voice of Maaoti-^ 
' ry is heard. Freqaently^ when the burst of tratnpets and 
th« shock of arms have silenced every oral language, the 
mystic sign has brought a redeeming spirit to the soldier's 
side, and the mantle of Masoni7 has received him in its 
silken folds. Tes, and that vet:y mantis which can shield 
from the flaming sabre on the field of battle, has been em- 
ployed from immemorial time to wipe the tear of sufEaring 
orphanage^ and drink from the brow of care its dungeoor 
damps. And although Masonry is frequently solicited to 
feed the mouth that defames h^r^ stUl she enters with 
pleasure the house of mourning and of sorrow, and 
leaves her last mite in the shed of poverty. Sometimes, 
indeed, she deems it her duty to deny her rig/U hand the 
knowledge of what her lefi has done, but she ask« only the 
reasonable privil^e, of alleging in her defence, the precept 
and example of her Divine Master. 

Here too, the bigoted sectary is taught to feel, that the 
Master Builder of the universe has not erected his celestial 
temple for any one navte or nation, but that the. virtuous 
and the good of every denomintUion^ and of every country, 
are invited from the labours and trials of this world, to the 
rest and .refreshmentt of the Paradise above. 

Such, brethren, being the nature and design of our belov- 
ed Institution, constituting at once our example and our 
pride, we need not to be invited to study and to pmctise the 
precepts of her lips.

L Honour and probity are recommendations to the first 
\ *class ; and to the KivTiRRisi) Ap^RKITtice the practice ot 
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virtue is re<sottiiiieiided< wbile tfaedtttes of morttlity are 
strongly eolbreed upon tbe mind. ^ 

For the second class, diligence^ assiduity, and apptication 
are indispensable qualifications, and to the Fsllow-CrAtt 
an accorate elucidation of science, both in theory andpraO* 
tice is presented. 

The third class is composed of those whom truth and 
fidelity have distinguished; who when assaulted by 
threats and violence, have evinced their integrity, by pre- 
tervhog inviolate the sacred mysteries of the craft. Such 
maybe raised to the honours and. privileges of a Mastei^ 
Mason. 

The fourth degree is a reward of merit, and is conferred 
on those only who have faithfully studied tHe scientific 
branches of art. Those who are Mark MAgows, there- 
fore, must have ezhibiti^ proofs <>( their skill and evidence 
of their acqu irements. 

The fifth class, denominated Prbsevt or Past Mastkrs, 
are such as have acquired a sufficient degree of skill in the 
art, to become teachers, and have been elected to preside 
over regularly constituted bodies of Masons. 

The sixth class consists of those who have discharged the 
duties of the chair with honour, and have been received 
and acknowledged as Most Excellent Masters. 

The seventh class is composed of a select few, whom 
years and experience have improved, and whom merit and 
abilities have entitled to preferment. With this latter 
class, or Rotal Arcb Masons, the ancient landmarks of 
the order are preserved.

In thy name we assemble, mo^t' humbly beseeching thee tof 
bless us m all our undertakings, that we may know and 
serve thee aright, and that all our actions may tend to thy 
glory, and to our advancement in knowledge and in virtue.

fally traduced ; and to sag^it in fais behalf the most can- 
did, favourable, and palliaung^ circnmstances, even when 
hk conduct is jnstly reprehended ; that the world may ob- 
serve bow Masons love each other. And these generous 
principles are to extend further. Every human l»sing has 
a claim upon your kind and obliging offices. Let it not be 
supposed that you have here ^* laboured in vain« and spent 
your strength for nought ; for your work is with the Lo^ 
and your recompenoe with your God."

and may the God of love and peace delight to be with you, 
andbleesyou. 



CHAPTER IV. 

InstrueUoru io <$ person wishing to become a M<ison. 

No person ran become a Mason, consistently with the an-- 
cieDt and salutary usages of our order,UDless he befree-bum, 
and, at least, twenty-one years of age ; of a good moral 
character ; temperate, chaste, industrious, charitable, and 
possessed of public spirit, and the social vfrtues. He must 
be of sufficient natural endowments to be respectable, and 
must have, entire, all the faculties and senses of a man. He 
must have an estate, office, trade, occupation, or some visi- 
ble means of acquiring an honest livefihoed, as becomes the 
members of this ancient and honourablefratemity. In short 
' be must have a sound head and a good heart, exempt from 
all those tU qualities and vices which bring: dishonour on 
the craft. 
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A person pqw ea ii i py t|iei -feMfomg qntliilGatiQiiB must be 
proposed, at hit owa Tcduntary request, by a friend or ac- 
quaintauoe belonfriog t« the Lodge of -which be wishes to 
become a member, at least one meeting; previous to the time 
ofhisioitiattoa. 

All applicatbns for admission should be made in writing, 
in the following form : 

*'To the Worshipful Master, Waj-dens, and Brethren o 
■Lodge ■■■■ of free and accepted Masons. 

^ The petition of the subscriber respectfully showeth, that, 
having long entertained a favourable opinion of your an- 
cient institution, he is desirous of being admitted a member 
thereof, if found worthy.

<* Recommended by . (Signed) A. 6.'' 

Before admission, the candidate must assent to the follow- 
ing interrogations. 

*< Do you seriously declare, upon your honour, that, nn* 
biassed by friends, and uninfluenced by mercenary motives, 
you freely and voluntarily offer yourself a candidate for the 
mysteries ol masonry ? 

(» Do you seriously declare, upon your honour, that you 
are prompted to solicit the privileges of masonry by a fa- 
vourable opinion of the institution, a desire of knowledge, 
and a sincere desire of being serviceable to your fellow- 
creatures f 

(* Do you seriously deolare, upon your honour, that 
you will conform to the anoient established usages of the 
order?" 

If there remain no objection, the candidate is intcoduced 
, in due form. But he has a right, previous to presenting 
himself, to desire his friend to show him the warrant or 
I dispensation, by which the Lodge is held ; which, if genu- 
* ine, he will find to be an instrument written, or printed 
: upon parchment, and signed by some grand master, his de- 
puty, the grand wardens and grand secretary, and sealed 
with the grand lodge seal. 
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He may ftlaoir«tii«8t the permal ef the hpHms ; %md lus 
a right to efxamiae a complete list of the membera, to learn 
whether the Lodge contains anj member wHh whom he can- 
not cennstently and corliiaHy aasooiate. 

Sbotild the candidate find the diarter to be geaiiine ; the 
by-laws salutary, and ffuch as he can obeerfally observe ; 
and should he be pleased with all the brethren of Um Lodge 
— ^his wish to proceed is reported to the master, who makes 
it known to the Lodge thus : — 

, «» Brsthrev— At the request of Mr. A. B.^ he has been 
proposed and accepted in dtte form ; I therefore, recommend 
him as a proper candidate for the mysteries of masonry, and 
worthy td partake of the privileges of the fraternity ; and in 
consequence of a declaration of bis intentions, voluntarily 
made, f believe he will cheerfully conform to the rules of 
the order."

son, except he be a mason ; and which every one should 
wear with equal pleasure to himself, and honour to the fra- 
ternity. 

The section closes with an explanation of the working 
tools of an Entered Apprentice, which are the Twsirxv- 
EOva-urcH-OAirGX, and the common gavel. 

The iwenly'/our-inch-gav^e is an implement made use 
of by operative workme)), to measure and lay out their 
work ; but we, as Fliftifi and ACCBrr£x> Masons, tfre taugh 
to use it for the more noble at^d important purpose of di- 
viding our time.

Our tftstftoticm is said to be supported by wjcsi>om, 
STRSiroTH, and bbavtt ; because it is necessary that 
there should be wisdom to contrive, strength to uphold, 
and beauty to adorn all great and important undertakings. 
Its dimensions are unlimited ; and its covering is no lesi 
than the eidaded canopy, or starry anih of heaven, whi- 
ther all good masons hope at last to arrive, by the aid of 
the theological ladder, trhich Jacob, in his vision, saw 
atoending m>m earth to heaven, the three principal rounds 
of which are denamittated FaHhy Hope^ and Cnitrify; and 
lAufdji admonish us to have faith in God, hope in immor- 
tality, and charity to all mankind. Of these three. Charity 
isgraatest; for our foidi maybe lost insight; our hope 
end in fruition, ^t charity survives tiie grave in the realms 
of happy eternity. 

Eve^ well governed Lodge is furnished with the Holif 
Bible^ SfuarCf and Compulses. Th6 Bible is dedicated to 
Qod, taeeause it is the ioestimat^e gift of Qod to man ; the 
square is dedicated to the master^ beeaose, being the prop* 
•r masonic emUem of his* office, it is constantly to re- 
aundhiiB of the duty he owes tothe-Lodge over which be 
is appointed to preside. The compasses are dedicated t<^ 
the craft, because by a due attention to their use, they are 
taught to regulate their desires, and k«^ their passions 
wittiin due bouncU.

This is that due. restraint upon our affections and passions, 
Which renders the body Mme and governable, and frees ih6 
mind from the allurements of vice. It should be the con- 
stant study of ex^ry Mason, as he is hereby taught to avoid 
excess, the indulgence of which might lead him to disclose 
some of those valuable secret!, which he has promised to 
eonceal, and never revea l 
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This Tirtae is equally distant from rashness and coward' 
ice ; and, like the ibrmer^ 8)|oiild be deeply impressed upou 
the mind of every Masto, as a safeguard a^inst any ill^^al 
attack that may be made by foree or art, to. extort Gs^m him 
any of tboea vakiabie secrets, wilih which he has boon so 
solemnly intrnstsd, and of which ha was solemnly and ^m^

The ceremony of raising a brother to this degree is here 
particularly specified, and mnch important instruction is 
oonamunicated in this section.

The mind, in its original state, 
is like the native diamond, rude and unpolished : but as 
the chisel soon discloses the latent beauties of the dia- 
tnond, so education discovers the latent virtues of the 
mind, leading them forth into the boundless field of im- 
provement, to aspire to the summit of human knowledge, 
and learn our duty to God an#man. '» 

The MALLET teaches to correct inequalities, remove 
superfluities, and reduce man to his proper level, so that 
by a quiet deportment be may, in the school of disci- 
pline, learn to be content. What the mallet is to the 
workman, enlightened reason is to the passions ; it curbs 
ambition ; it depresses envy ; it moderates angeir ; it en- 
courages good dispositions : whence arises among good 
masons, that comely order—

^* BROTHER, 

J* 1 congratulate you on haring been thought worthy of 
being promoted to this honourable degree of masonry, 
f ermit me to impress it on your mind, that your assiduity 
should ever be commensurate with your duties, which 
become more and more ettensive as you advance in ma^ 
sonry. 

"The situation to which you are now promoted will 
4rRw upon you not only the scrutinizing eyes of the 
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ivtfid a^ lar»e, but those also of yoar bretfarca, ou wbom 
this deg^ree of masonry bas'uot beea conferred. AU will be 
jastified in expecting; your conduct dnd behaviour to be 
such as may with safety be imitated. 

^ la the honourable chtiracllr of mark mdster mason, 
it is more particularly your duty to endeavour to let your 
conduct in the lod^e and among; your brethren be such 
as may stand the test of the g;rand overseer's square, that 
you may not, like the unfinished and imperfect work of 
the neg^ligent and unfaitliful of former times, be rejected 
and thrown aside, as unfit for that spiritual building, that 
house not made with hands, eternal iu the heavens. 

^^ While such is your conduct, should niisibrtunes as- 
sail you, should friends forsake you, should envy (radiice 
your good name, and malice persecute you ; yet may you 
liaye confidence, that ami^ mark master masons you 
vml find friends who will administer relief to your dis- 
tresses^ add comfort your afflictions.; ever bearing in 
mind, as a consolation under all tlie frowns of fortune, and 
as an encouragement to hoi>e for better prospects, that 
the stone which the builders rejected (possesfing merits 
to them unknown) became the chief stone of the corner.'" " 

Previous to closiwr^ the following parable is recited. 
(( For the kingdom of heaven is like unto a man that 
is an hous^older, which went out early in the morning 
to hire labourers into his vineyard. And when he had 
agreed with the labourers for a penny a day, he sent them 
into his vineyard. And he went out about the third hour, 
and saw others standing idle in the market place, and 
eaid unto them, Go ye also intd the vineyard, and what- 
soever is right t will give you. Atsd they went their way. 
Again he went about the siith and ninth hour, and did 
l^ewise. And about the eleventh hour he went out and 
'ibund others standing idle, and iaith unto them, Why 
stand ye here &11 the day idle? They say unto him, 6e-

CHAPTER IX. 
PRESENT OR FAST MASTER. 

QKNB&AI. RB3CARK8. 

Thk degree of Present or Past Master treats of the 
govtrnment of onr society ; the dispotition of its officers ; 



and ^e\r reqnnnk* quaHJkatt&ni, •'Tii^ ceramofly ef vpeny- 
iiig ftnd dtaing Ibdges in the several preceding degrees, and 
and the forms of insttUlations and atruecrationt^ iii tbe 
grand Lodg^e, are explained. It comprehends the cere- 
monies at laying foundation stones of public buildings, 
and also at funer tls and at dedications, in a variety of 
particuLrs. 

SECTION FIRST< 

This part of the lecture contains the form of a ptiiiion 
for a warrant, or charter, for a Master's Lod^e. The cere- 
monies of constitution and consideration^ together with a 
§:raDd proctssion^j^ve displayed. 

When a Lodge is constituted, if the grand Master at- 
tends the ceremony, it is said to )3e performed in ample 
form; if the deputy only attends, it is done in due form ; 
if the master of a subordinate lodge presides, it is done in 
form. 

SECOIYD SECTION. 

Mere the ceremony of tn«to//ahon is presented. 
The master elect is addressed by the presiding officer as 
follows : 

" BROTHER, 

Previous to your investiture, it is necessary that you 
should signify your assent to tho^e ancient chaises and 
regulations which (toint out the duty of a master of a 
lodge" 

The grand master then reads, or orders to be read, a 
summary of the ancient charges to the master elect, as foU 
lows, viz i 

I. — You agree to be % good man and true, and strictly { 
to obey the moral law. j 

II. — You a^ree to be a peaceable subject, and cheer- 
fully to coaiorm to the laws ^i tl&« couatry ia whioh you 
.reside. 



. 1U.~> You promise not to be. concenied in ]^t» ftud 
coDepiracies agaiost govemakOat, bat pattenlly toAubiimtto 
tjio decisions of the supremo legislature. 

IV. — Too agree to pay a proper respect to theeivil ma- 
gistsilte) to work diligently, Hye creditably, and act honour* 
ably by all men. 

V. — Too agree to hold in veneration the original rulers 
and patrons of the order of, masonry, and their regular 
succ^sors, enpreme and subordinate, according to their 
stations ; and to submit to the awards and resolutions of 
your brethren when convened, in every case oonsistent 
with tbe constitutions of the order. 

Vi. — You agree to avoid private piques and quarrels, and 
to guat^d against intemperance and ex<»8^, 

rtl. — You agree to be cautious in carriage and be* 
haviour, courteous to your brethren, and faithful to your 
lodge. 

VIII. — You promise to respect genuine brethren, and to 
dtseounteoance impostors, and all dissenters from tbe ori- 
ginal plan of masonry. 

IX--*you agree to promote the general good of society, 
to cultivate the social virtues, ik&d to propagate the kaowW 
edge of the art. 

A.-* You promise to pay homagfe to the grand muster 
for the time being, and to his offioers when duly instfiUed ; 
and strictly to conform to every edict of the grand lodge, 
or general assembly of Masons, that is not subversive of 
the principles and groundwork of masonry. 

XU' You admit that it is not in the power of any man, 
or body of men, to make innovations in the bo^ of Ma- 
sonry. 

Xlii— ^Yoopronuseft regular attendance ontho commit- 
tees and oommnoications of the grand lodge, on receiving 
proper ootice, aad to pay attention to all the duties of Ma- 
sonry, on convenient occasions. 

Xlii.-— Yau admit that no new ledge shall be formed 
without permission of the grand Mge: and that' no 
countenance be given to any irregular ledge, or to any 
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fmnom okftBdaBtio^ niitjiitod tilerim, bmt^ contrary U

The new master is then regularly invested with ^e

explained,

'<l*he eompassta teach us loliHtt our desires in every 
station, rbmg to eniaenoe by merit ; that, haying- lired 
k-espeeted, wo may dl« re^fretttd." 
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«<The rule directs that we should {muGtualiy observe 
oar doty ; press forward in the path of virttie, incliniag^ 
neither to the right hand nor to the left; and continually 
keep eternity in viewi" 

*^Tbe line is the symbol of moral .rectitude, leading 
our steps to immortality.' ' 

•* The Book of Constitutions yovt are to search at all 
times, and cause it to be read in your lodge. " 

** Lastly you receive the by-lawt of your lodge, which 
you are to see carefully and punctually executed.*' 

CHARGE TO A NEWLY INSTALI^D MASTER. 
^'WORSHIPFITL MASTER, 

M The grand lodge having committed to your care the 
superintendence and government of the brethren who are 
to compose this new lodge, you cannot be insensible 'of 
the obligations which devolve on you, as their head ; nor 
of your responsibility for the faithful discharge of the im- 
portant duties annexed to your appointment. 

><The honour, reputatioD« and usefulness of your lodge 
will materially depend on the skill and assiduity with 
which you manage its concerns : while the happiness of 
its members willoe generally promoted, in proportion to 
the zeal and ability with which you propagate the genu- 
ine principles of our iustitution. 

«' For a pattern of imitation, consider the great lumi- 
nary of mture, which, rising in the easU regularly dif- 
lasfls light and lustre to all within its circle. In like man- 
ner it is your province to spread and comoajinicate liffht 
and instruction to the brethren of your lodge. Forcibly 
impress upon them the df^nity and high importance of 
masonry ; and seriously admonish them never to disgrace 
it. Charge them to practise, out of the lodge, those du- 
ties which they have been taught in it ; and by amiable, 
discreet, and virtuons conduct, to convince mankind of 
the goodness of the institution ; so that when any one is 
said to be a member of it, the world may know that he is 

s 
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one to whom the buriheaed heart may poar out its sor- 
rows ; to whom distress may prefer its suit ; whose hand is 
guided by justice, and his heart expanded by benero- 
lenee. In short, by a diligent observance of the by-laws 
of your lodg^e, the constitutions of masonry, and. above 
all the Holy Scriptures, which are given as a rule and 
guide to your faith, you will be enabled to acquit your- 
self with honour and reputation, and lay up a crown of 
rejoicing, which shall continue when time shall be no 
more.'* 

The foregoing charge as well as those which follow 
arc given after the respective jewels are presented, by 
the grand officer of corresponding rank. 

SENIOR WARDCK'. 

^ Brother C D, you are appointed Senior Warden of 
this new lodge, and are now invested with the ensign of 
your office. 

'■^ The level demonstrates that we are descended from 
the same stock, partake of the same nature, and share 
the same hope ; and though distinctions among men are 
necessary to preserve subordination, yet no eminence of 
station should make us forget that, we are brethren ; for 
he who is placed on the lowest spoke of fortune's wheel 
may be entitled to our regard; because a time will come, 
and the wisest knows not bow soon, when all distinctions, 
but that of goodness, shall cease ; and death, the grand 
leveller of human greatness, reduce us to the same state. 

<*Your regular attendence on our stated meetings is 
essentially necessary ; in the absence of the master, yoa 
are to govern this lodge ; in his presence, you are to assist 
him in the government of it. I firmly rely on your know- 
ledge of masonry, and attachment to the lodge, for the 
faithful discharge of the duties of tlya important trust— 
Look well to the West, 
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'^ Brother £ F, you are appointed Junior Warden 
of thiB new loi1g;e ; and are now invested with the badge of 
your office. 

** The phunb admoniahes us to walk apriglitly in our sev- 
eral stations, to hold the scale of justice in equal poise, to 
observe the just medium between iutemperance and pleas- 
ure, and to make our passions and prejudices coincide witli 
the line of our duty. 

^ To you, with such assistance as may be necessary, is 
intrusted the examination of visiters, and the reception 
of candidates. To you is also committed the superintend- 
ence of the craft daring the hours #f refreshment ; it is 
therefore i^oidispensably necessary that you should not only 
b^ temperate and discreet, in the indul§^ence of your own 
inclinations, but carefully observe that none of the erafl be 
saflfered to convert the purposes of refreshment into intem- 
perance and excess. 

** Tour regular and punctual attendance is particularly 
requested ; and I have no doubt that you will faithfully ex- 
ecute the duty which you owe to your present appointment. 
— Looifc well to the South .'* ' 

« BROTHKR SENIOR AND JUNIOR WARDENS, 

" You are too well acquainted with the principles of ma- 
sonry to Warrant any apprehension that you will te found 
wanting in the discharge of your respective duties Suf- 
fice it to mention, that what you have seen praiseworthy 
in others you should cTirefully imitate ; »nd wi^iat in them 
may have appeared defective you should in yourselves 
amend. You should be examples nf good order and 
r^ularity; for it is only by a due regfard to t!ie laws 
in your own conduct, that you can expect obedience 
to them from others. You are af^siduously to assist 
the master in the discharge of his trust ; diffusing 
light, and imparting knowledge, to all whom he shall 
place under your care. In the absence of the master, 
yea will succeed to higher duties ; your acquirements 
mast therefore be saeb, as that the craft may never suffer 
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for want of proper ktstriietion. - From the ipirit which 70a 
have hitherto eviQced, I entertain no donbt that yonr future 
conduct will be such as to merit the applaute of jonr breth<* 
reti, and the testimony of a good coDscience." 

THE TREASURER. 

** Brother G H, you are appointed Treasurer of this new 
lodge. It is your duty to receire all moneys from the hands 
of the secretary, keep ju^it and regular accounts of the same, 
and pay them out at the worshipful master's will and 
pleasure, with the consent of the lodge. I trust your re* 
gard for the fraternity will prompt you to the faithful dis- 
charge of the duties Qf your office.' ' 

THE SECRETARr. 

<< Brother I. K,you are appointed Secretary of this n«w 
lodge. ' It is your duty to observe the worshipful master*8 
will and pleasure, to record the proceedings of the lodgd^ to 
receive all moneys, and pay them into the hands of the treas* 
urer. 

'* Yonr good inclination to masonry and this lodge,- I 
hope, will induce yon to discharge your office with fidelity^ 
and by so doing you will merit the esteem and applause of 
your brethren.'* 

• THE DEACONS. 

Brothers L M and N O, yon are appointed Deacons of 
this new lodge It is your province to attend on tl^e mas- 
ter and wardens, and to act as their proxies in the active 
duties of the lodge ; such as in the reeeption of candidates 
into the different degrees of masonry ; the itHroduction 
and accommodation of visiters, and in the immediate 
practice of our rites. Those columns, as badges of your 
office, I trust to your care, not doubting your vigilance and 
attentioii. 

THE STEWARDS. 

'* Brothers P Q and R S, you are appointed Stewards of 
this new lodge. The duties of your office are, to assist 
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in the coUectkm of daes and sabaeripitoas, to keep an ac- 
i:oaut of the lod^e ezpeosea, to see that the. tables are 
prop^srly. famished at refre-^ment, and that every bro- 
ther is suitably provided for ; and g^enenlly to ar^sidt the 
deacons and other officers in performing their respective 
duties. Tour reg:ular and early attendance will afford the 
best proof of your zeal and attachment to the lodge." 

The tiler' is thea:appointed, and receives the imple- 
ment of his office, with a short charge : 

** Brother A B, you are appointed tiler of this lodge, 
dnd I invest you with the implement of your office. It 
feminds you that it is always the duty of a Mason to set 
^ guard at the avenue of his thoughts ; to post a centinel 
^t his lips, and to keep a watch over his actions. 

''Your early and punctual attendance will afiford the 
truest evidence of your zeal for (he institution.^ ' 

CHARGE TO TtXE BRETHREN. 

^^Scich is the nature of our constitution, that as some 
tnast of necessity rule and' teach, to other must of course 
Wrn to submit and obey. {lumility in both is an essen- 
tial duty. The officers who are appofnted to govern your 
lodge are sufficiently conversant with the rules of pro- 
priety, and the laws of the institution, to avoid ex«:eed- 
ing the pow«rs with which they are' intrusted ; and you 
are of too generous dispositions to. envy their preferment. 
I therefore trust that you will have but one aim. to please 
each otker, and unite in the grand design of being happy, 
and communicating happiness. 

'* Finally, my brethren, as this association has been 
formed and perfected in so much unanimity and concord, 
in which we greatly rejoice, so may it long continue. 
May you long enjoy every satisfaction and delight which 
disinterested friendship can afford. May kindness and 
brotherly affection distinguish your conduct as men and 
as masons. Within your p^ceful walls, may your chil- 
dren's children celebrate with joy and gratitude the

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transactions of this afaspicions solemnity. And may the 
tenets of our profession be transmitted through your 
lod^, pure and unimpaired, from generation to genera* 
tion." 

SECTION THIRD. 

In this section we ar^ instructed into the maimer of 
laying the foundation stone of public structures, and the- 
t form of procession on these occasions. The following invp* 
* cation is offered by the grand master : 

*^ May the all-bountiful Author of nature bless the in- 
f habitants of this place^ with all the necessaries, conven- 
iences and comforts of life ; assist in the Section and 
. completion of this building ; protect the workmen against 
every accidents and Iqng preserve tLis structure from 
decay ; and grant to us all a needed supply of the corn o€ 
noorisiiment, the urine of refreshment, and the otiof Joy.- 
Somoteitbe!'* " 

SECTION FOURTH. 

Here the ceremony of dedication of Masonic Halls ifi- 
particularly described ; bat, in a work like this, a display 
of this section is deemed unnecessary. 

SECTION FIFTH. 

Itx this place the funeral ceremony, agreeable to ancient 

^. custom is described. 

'- No mason can be interred with the formalities of the 
order, unless it be by his own special request, communi- 
cated to the master of the lodge of which he died a mem- 
ber, foreigners and sojourners excepted; nor ttnless he 
has been advanced to the third degree « of masonry; and 

i from this restriction there can be no exception. Fellow- 
crafts or apprentices are not entitled to faneral obse- 
quies, nor to attend the masonic procession on such occa- 

; slons. 

The master of a lodge, hpiving received notice of a 

\ master mason's death, and of bis request to be interred

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urith the ceremonies of the ovder^ ftxe* the day and honr 
for the funeral, and issues his cooamaidd to summon the 
lodf^e. He may invite as many lodses as he thinks pro- 
' per, and the members of those lodges may accompany 
their officers in form ; but the whole ceremony must be 
under the direction of the o taster of the lodg^e to which 
the deceased bolonged, and be and his oj&cers must' be 
duly honoured, and di^eerfully obeyed, on the occasion. 
But 'in case the deceased was not a member of either of 
the attending^ lodges, the processioQ and ceremony must 
4m under the direction of the master of the oldest lodge. 

*** The FuntriU Service. # 

The Brethren being assembled at the lodged room, (or 
"^ome other convenient place,) the presiding master opens 
<he lodge, in the thkd degree, with the usual forms, and 
baving stated the jRrrpose of the meeting, the service be- 
gins. 

Matter. ^^What mah is he that liveth, and shall not 
see death? Shall he deliver his soul from the hand of 
the grave?" 

Retporue. ** Man walketh in a vain shadow ; he heap* 
eth op riches, and cannot tell who shall gather them*'' 

Master ^^Wheo he dieth, he shall carry nothing away; 
his glory shall not descend after him." 

Rotpmue, ** Naked he came into the world, and naked 
he must return." 

Matter, "The Lord gave, and the Lord hath taken 
away ; blessed be the name of the Lord !" 

The grand honours are then given, and certain forms 
used, which cannot be here explained. 

The master then, taking the sasred roll in his hand, 
aayi, 

*^ Let us die the death of the righteous, and let oar hut 
•end be like his !" 

The brethren answer, ^ 



« God ia iMir God for •ver and ever ; hs will be our 
guide even nnfo death V* 

The master then records tbeiwnie uidegeof the de- 
ceased upon the roll, and says, 

<* Almighty Father ! into thy hands we commend the 
soul of our loving brother." # 

The brethren answer three times, (giving the grand 
honours each time,) 

*' The will of God is accomplished I so be it.** 
. The master then deposits the roll in the archives, and 
repeats the following prayer : 

'* Bi^st glorious God! author of all good,|pid giver of 
all meRy I pour down thy blessingfs upon us, and strength'^ 
en our »tlemn engagements with the ties of sincere afr 
fection! May the present instance of mortality remind va 
of our approaching fote, and draw our attention tdward 
the^, the only refuge in time df nee<ii^at, when the a\(r^ 
ful moment shall arrive, that we are about to quit thitf 
transitory scene, the enlivening prospect of thy mercy 
may dispel the gloom of death; and after our departure 
hence in )[>eace and in thy favour, we may be received 
into thine everlasting kingdom, to enjoy, in union WiCh 
the souls of our departed friends, the rewards of a pj<« 
ous and virtuous life, ^men,^ 

A procession is then formed, which moves to the house 
of the deceased, and from thence to the place of inter- 
ment The different lodges rank according to seniority, 
excepting that the lodge of wfaioh the deceased was a 
memoer walks nearest the corpse. Each lodge forms one 
division, and the following order is observed :

The brethren are not to desert their ranks, or change 
places^ but keep in their different apartments. When 
the procession arrives at the t:hurch-yard, the members 
of the bdge form a cirde round the grave, and the clergy- 
man ani officers of the acting lodge, taking their sta^on 
at tte head of the grave, and the mourners at the foot, 
the service is resumed, and the following exhortation 
given : 

**.Here we view a striking instance of the oncertainty 
of life, and the vanity of all human pursuits. The last 
tffices paid to the dead are only useful as lectures to the 
living ; from them we are to derive instruction, and con- 
sider every solemnity of this kind as a summons to prepare 
for o(kr approachii^ dissolution. 

" Notwithstanding the various mementos of mortality 
with which we daily meet ; notwithstanding death has es- 
tablished his empire over all the works of nsture; yet 
through some unaccountable infatuation we for:;et that we 
are born to die : we p on from one design to another, 
add ho||e o hope, and lay out plans for the employment 
of many years, till we are suddenly alarmed with the 
approach of death, when w« least expect HSm, and at an 
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boor vhii^ w« pnglaaUy ooiifihide to be *he merii^an of 
our existence. 

^ What are all the externals of majesty, the pride of 
wealth) or charms of beauty, when nature has pail her 
just debtP Fix your eyes on the last soeae, aad Tieir life 
stript of her orQaments, and exposed in her natural iiean* 
ness; you will then, be convinced of the futility cf those 
empty delusions. In the grave, alt fallacies are detected, all 
ranks are levelled, and all distinctions are done awa^. 

•* While we drop the sympathetic tear over the grave 
of our deceased friend, let charity incline us to tknw a 
veil over his foibles, whatever they may have be«o^ and 
not ivt^hhold from his memory the praise Hiift his virtues 
may have claimed. Suffer the apologies of human nature 
to plead tn his behalf. Perfection on earth has never been 
attained ; the wisest as well as the best of men have err- 
ed. 

''Let the present example exCite our most sirious 
thoughts, and strengthen our resolutions of amendment. 
As life is uncertain, and ail earthly pursuits are vaiti, let 
us no longer postpone the important concern of pre^nring 
for eternity, but embrace the happy moment, while time 
and opportunity ofier, to provide against the great chaige, 
when all the pleasuies of this world shall cease to delig^ht^ 
and the reflections of a virtuous life yield the only coiafort 
and consolation. I'hus our expectations will not be frus- 
trated, nor ^ye hurried unprepared into the presence oi' an 
all- wise and powerful Judge, to whom the secret? of all 
hearts are known. 

^* Let us, while n this state of existence, support with pro- 
priety the character of our profession, advert to the nature 
of our solemn ties, and pursue with assiduity tbe sacred 
tenets of our order. Then, with becojning reverence, 
let us supplicate the divine grace to ensure the favour 
of that eternal Being, whose goodness and power know i 
no bound ; that when the awfal moment arhvei, be | 
it soen or late, we may be cnii>led to prosecute oar 
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jourDcy, withont dread or appreheosioD, to that far dis-* 
tant coantrj whence no traveUer retanu." 

The following^ invocations are then made by the Mas-> 
ter : 

Master, *^ May we be true and faithful ; and may Tve 
live and die in love !" 

Amutr, ** So mote it be." 

MasttT' '^May we profess what is good, and always 
act agreeably (o our profession P' 

Answtr " So mote it be." 

Mast9T. *^ May the Lord bless us, and prosper us ; 
and may &11 our good intentions be crowned witli suc- 
cess!" 

Ana vet. ^* So mote it be." 

Maslfir, ^^ Glory be to God on high ! on earth peace .' 
good vtill towards men." 

Arumer. **So mote it be, now> from henceforth, and 
for ev€r more." 

The brethren then move in procession round the place 
of inteiment, and severally drop a sprig of evergreen into 
the grave, accompanied with the usual honours. 

The master then concludes the ceremony at the grave, 
in the foUowng words : 

*» From tims immemorial it has been the custom among 
the fraternity of free and accepted masons, at the request 
of a brother, to accompany his corpse to tne place of in- 
terment, and there to deposit his remains with the usual 
formalities. 

, «< In conformity to this usage, and at the special re- 
quest of our deceased brother, whose memory we revere, 
and whose loss we now deplore, we have assembled va 
the character of Masons, to resign his body to the earth 
whence it oame, and to offer up to his memory, before the 
world, the last tribute of our affection ; thereby demon- 
strating the sincerity of our past esteem, and our steady 
attachment to the principles of the order. 
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«<The great Creator baviDg been pteaeed* out of his 
mercy, to remove our brother frMn the cares and troablea 
of a transitory ezisteoce, to a state of eternal dnratioDy 
and thereby to weaken the chain, by which we are onited, 
man, to man ; may we, who soryive him, anticipate oar 
approaching fate, and be more strongly cemented in the 
ties of union and friendship; that, during theshart space 
allotted to our present existence, we may wiiely and use* 
fully employ our time ; and, in the reciprocal intercourse 
of kind and friendly acts, mutually promote the wtUu*e and 
happiness of each other. 

^ Unto the grave we resign the body of our deceaaed 
friend, there to remain until the general resurrsctioo ; m 
favourable expectation that his immortal soil DDiiy theft 
partake of joys which have been prepared for the right* 
eous from the beginning of the world. And may Alui^jr 
God, of his infinite gcK^dness, at the grand trilunal of un^ 
biassed justice, extend his mercy towards him, and all 
of us, and crown our hope with everlasting blias in the 
expanded realms of a boundless eternity ! This we fcegj for 
the honour of His name, to whom be glory, now ana for 
ever. Amen,** 

Thus the service ends, and the processio* returns in 
form to the place whence it set out, where the necessa- 
ry duties are complied with, and the business of masonry 
is renewed. The insignia and ornaments of the deceased^ 
if an officer of a lodge, are returned to the matter with the 
usual ceremonies, aftmr which the charges for regulating 
the conduct of the brethren are rehearsed, and the lodge is 
closed in the third degree.

' |k Novx b«t the meritorien and praigeworlhy ; sonefivt 
I ^hoie, who^ threiigb diligenee and iadftttry^ .h«T» |nnK 
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^MMd fiirtowftrds perfedkiQ; nxm^ but those wfae hare 
hmn te i tte U in the OrienkU Ckair, by the unammoas 
eoffiragai of their brethren, can be admitted to this de^ 
gfee oi' masonry. 

In its original estabiiahment, when the temple of 
Jerusalem was finished, and the fraternity celebrated the 
«ape stone with ereat joy, it is demonstrable that none 
bnt those, who had proved themselves to be complete 
masters of their profession^ were admitted to this honour ; 
ted, mdeed, the daties incombent on every mason, who 
h accepted and acknowledged as a most excellent mas- 
ter, are sech os render it indispensable that he should 
have a perfect knowledge of all the preceding degrees. 

One Kff the foUowihg passages of scripture is reheened 
at opening, accompanied by solemn ceremonies : 
^ ^<The earth is the Lord's, and the fulness thereof; the 
World, and they that dwelt therein. For he hath' founded 
it upon the seas, and established it upon the floods. Whd 
shall ascend into ^e hill of the Lord ? and who shall stand 
in his holy place ? He that hath dean hands, and a pure 
heart; who hath not lifted up his soul unto vanity, nor 
sworn deceitfully. He shall receive the bfessing from the 
Lord, and righteousness from the God of his salvation.

takes, I will now say. Peace be within thee. Because of 
the hou^e of the Lofd our God, I will seek thy good."'^ 
Psabn cxxii. 

Tbe< toUowing passages of scripture are alto intrv- 
daeed, accompanied wHh solemn cermonies : 

Then said Solomon, The Lord hath said that he wovld 
,' dwell in thick darkness. Bat I hmvB hnilt an house 
of habitation for thee, and a place for thy dwelling kfc 
ever. 

And the king turned his face, and blessed the whole 
congregation of Israel, (and all the congregation of Is- 
rael stood;) And he said. Blessed be the Lord God of Israel, 
who hath wkh his hands fulfilled that which he spake witb 
His mouth to my father Oarid, saying, Since the day that 
I brought forth my people out of the land of £gypt» I 
<di08e no city among all the tribes of Israel to build ao 
bouse in, that my name might be there : neither chose I 
any man to be a ruler over my people Israel ; but I have 
. diosen Jerusalem, that my name might be there ; and 
have chosen David to be over my people IsraeL 

Now, it was in the heart of David, my father, to build 
an house for the name of the Lord God of Israel. But 
the Lord said to David my father, For^ismuch as it was ia 
thine heart to build an house for my name, thou didst well 
in that it was an thine heart; notwithstanding thou shalt 
net build the house ; but thy son, which !>haU oome forth 
oat of thy loins, he shall build the house for my name. 
The Lord, therefore, hath performed his word that he 
bath spoken ; for I am risen up in the room of JDavid my 
fiilher, ftMl am set on the throne o( Israel, as the Lord 
promised, and have built the house for the name oi*the 
iiord God qI Israel; and in it have I put the ark, wherein 
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i-s the eovenant of the Lord, that he made wHh the cbiI-« 1 
dren pHsrael. 

And he stood before the altar of the Lord, in the pre* 
sence of all the^ congregation of Israel, and spread forth 
His hands : For Solomon had made a brazen scaffold of 
fiTe cubits long, and five tiuhits- broad, and three cti- 
bits high, and had set it ih the midst of the court ; and 
Upon it he stood, and kneeled down upon his knees be-* 
fore all the congregation df Israel, and spread fofth hia 
hands toward heaven, and said, 

O Lord Grod of Israel, there id no Ood like thee in th« . 
heaven nor id the earth ; which keepest covenant, and|i 
shewest m^rcy unto thy servants hat walk before (heel 
with all their heaf ts : thoa which hast ktipt with thy ser- 
vant David my father, that which thou bast promised him $ 
and spakest With thy moath, and hast fulfilled it with 
thine hands, as it is this day. Now, therefore, O Lord 
(jrod of tsraet, keep with thy servant David my father^ 
that which thoii hast promised him, saying, There shall 
not fail thee a man in my sight to sit upon the throne of 
Israel ; yet so that thy children t&ke heed to their Way to » 
walk in my law, as thou hast Walked before me. Now, 
then, O Lord God of Israel, let thy Word be verified, 
which thou hast spoken Unto thy servant David. (But 
Will God in very deed dwell With men on the earth ? Be-* 
hold, heav6n, and the heaven of heavens, cannot con^ . 
tain thee i h6W much less this house which I have built !) 
Have respect, therefore, to the prayer of thy servant, 
i^nd to his supplication, O Lord my God, to heafken unto 
the cry and the prayer which thy servant pi'ayeth be- 
fore th^e : that thine eyes may be dpeu unto this house day 
and night, upon the place whereof thou hast said that thou 
wouldest pat thy name there ; to hearken unto the prayer • 
which thy servant prayelh towards this place. 

Hearken, therefore, unto the supplications of thy servant, 
and of thy people Israel, which they shall make towards 
this place : bear thou from thy dwelling place, eveh from 
heaven ; and, when thoa hearest, forgive. 

*2 
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If a man sio against his neigfaboari and an oath be laid 
npon him to make him swear, and the oath come before 
thine altar in this house : Then hear thoa from heayea, 
and do and judge thy servants, by requiting the wicked, 
by rer^ompensing his way upon his own head ; and by jus- 
trying tiie righteous, by giving him according to his right- 
eousness. 

And if thy people Israel be put to the worse before, the 
enemy because they have sinned against thee, and shall 
return and confess thy name, and pray and make supplica- 
f tion before thee in this house ; then hear thou from the 
heavens, and forgive the sin of thy people Israel, and bring 
them again unto the land which thou gavest to them and to 
their fathers. 

When the heaven is shut up and there is no rain, because 
they have sinned against thee ; yet if they pray toward this 
place, and confess thy name, and turn from their sin 
when thou dost afflict them : Then hear thou from 
heaven, and forgive the sin of thy servants, and of thy 
people Israel, when thou hast taught them the good way 
wherein they should walk ; and send rain upon thy land, 
which thou hast given unto thy people for an inheritance. 

If there be dearth in the land, if there be pestilence, 
if there be blasting or mildew, locuets or caterpillars ; if 
their enemies besiege them in the cities of their land ; 
whatsoever sore or whatsoever sickness there be : Then 
< what prayer or what supplication soever shall be made 
of any man, or of all thy people Israel when every one 
shall know his own sore, and his own grieft and shall spread 
forth his hands in this house ; Then hear thou from heaven 
thy dwelling place, and forgive, and render unto every man 
according unto all his ways, whose heart thou kuowest ; 
(for thou only knowest the hearts of the children of 
men :) that they may fear thee, to walk in thy ways so 
long as they live, in the land whidi thbii gavest .unto our 
fathers. 

Moreover, concerning the stranger, which is not of thy 
people Israel, but is come from a far country for thy 
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2^reat name's sake, and thy mighty hand and thy stretched- 
oat arm ; if tbey come and pray in this house : Then bear 
from the heavens, even from thy dwelling place, and do 
according to all that the stranger calleth to thee for ; that 
all people of the earth may know thy name, and fear thee, 
as doth thy people Israel ; and may know that this house, 
which I have built, is called by thy name. 

If thy people go out to war against their enemies, by 
the way that thou shalt send them, and they pray unto thee 
towards this city which thou hast choseOf and the house 
which- 1 have built lor thy name : Then hear thou from the 
heavens their prayer and their supplication, and maintain 
their cause. 

If they sin against thee (for there is no man which sin- 
Beth not) and thou be angry with them, and deliver them 
over before their enemies, and they carry them away cap- 
tives unto a land far off or near, yet if they bethink them- 
selves in the land whither they are . carried captive 
andturn and pray unto thee in the land of their captivi- 
ty, saying; We have sinned, we have done amiss, and 
have dealt wickedly , if they return to thee with all their 
heart, and with all their soul, in the land of their captivi- 
ty, whither they have carried them captives, and pray 
toward their land, which thou gavest unto their fathers, 
and toMrard the city which thou hast chosen, and toward 
the house which I have built for thy name : Then hear 
thou from' the heavens, even from thy dwelling place, 
their prayer and their supplications, and maintain their 
cause, and forgive thy people which have sinned against 
thee. 

Now, my Grod, let, I beseech thee, thine eyes be open ; 
and let thine ears be attent unto the prayer th at is made in 
this place. 

Now, therefore f arise, O *Lord God, into thy restii^ 
place, thou and the ark *o( thy strength : let thy priests, O 
Lord God, be clothed with salvation, and let thy saints re- 
joice in goodness. 
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Lord God, turn not away the face of thine anointed :• 
remember the mercies of David thy servant. 2 Chron. 
vi. 1—42. 

Now, when Solomon had madd an end of praying, th^ 
fire came down from heaven, and cotisamed the burnt of- 
fering add sacrifices ; and the ^lory of the Lord filled the 
house. And the priests could liot enter into the house of th^ 
Lord, because the glory of the Lord had filled the Lord's 
bouse. 

And wheil all the children of Israel s^w how the fire 
dame down, and the glory of the Lord upon the house, they 
b6wed themselves with their faces to the ground upon 
the pavement, and worshipped, and praised the Lord, say- 
jng, For he is good ; for his mercy endureth for ever.-*- 3 
Chron. vii. 1^ 4.

At Mosef wae ctmtBM^edto pnll bif sboej; dwrn cffU0 
Mt, ptt Mount Hore1>, because the ground whereoo hm 
trodev was sancti^ed by the pfeseuce of the Divinity ; a^ 
the Mason who would prepare .l^imself fer this edited 
stage of Maaonryt shonul advauee in the n^edl patht i^ 
truths be divested of every degree of arnogs^iice^ and ap# 
,proacli with itept of inneeeiicey hnmility« «ml tiiU^ t# 
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chaUenge (he en^ig^ns of aii order, whose inatitutious 
arise on (be most solemn and sacred principles of reli- 
gion. — Hutchinson. 

This sublime degree is incomparably more aug^t, 
interesting, and instructing, than any, or' all which pre- 
cede it. Here the mind is powerfully impressed with a 
behef of the existence and perfections of the great Su- 
preme— who is the only " 1 AM," the first, the greatest, the 
best of beings. 

\i also develops to Hie miud of the inquiring Mason many 
important particular.% which, for the period ol'four hundred 
and seventy years, werd enveloped m impenetrable dark- 
ness; and wilhout a knowledge of which the Masonic char- 
acter would be incomplete. 

*< Thus was alt the work of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation finished : and the children of Israel did according to 
all that the Lord commanded Moses, so did they. 
And they brought the tabernacle unto Moses, the 
tout, and all his furniture, his taches, his boards, his 
bars, and his pillars, and his sockets, and the covering of 
rams* skins dyed red, and the covering of badgers* skius, 
and the vail of the covering, the ark of the testimony, 
and the staves thereof, and the mercy-seat, the table, and 
all the veBsels (hereof, and the shew-bread, the pure can- 
dlestick, with the lamps fherebf, even with the lamps to 
be set in order, and ail the vessels thereof, and the oil for 
light, and the gulden altar, AM, the^nnoibting oil, and the 
sweet incense, and the hanging for the tabernacle door, 
thjB brazep altar, and his ^rate of brass, his staves, and 
all his vessels, the Ikver add his foot^ the haih^ings of the 
eourt^his pillars, and bis sockets, and the hanging fbr the 
Court ^te, his cords, and bis pins, and all the vessels' 6f 
{.he service of the tabernacle, for ttib tent of the congl*e- 
gation, the clothed of service to d6 service in thie Hdly. 
place, aild the holy garments for Aaroh I he priest, and 
nis sons* gartheiits, to minister id the priest's office. Ac- 
cording to all that the Lord commanded Moses, so the 
cferildren of lti:ael made all the work. And Moiei did 
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look upon all the vork» and, bebolc^ they.had done it astlte 
'Lord had cpoamanded, even so hadj^hey ^doae it*: syad Mo- 
ses bles^d them. 

** The proportion of the measures of the tabernaole prov- 
ed it to be an imitation of the' system of the wprld ; for 
that third part thereof which was within the four pillart to 
which the {l^riests were not admitted, is, as it Were, a ^heav- 
en pe^aliar to God ; but the space of twenty cubits, i8,M it 
were, sea and land, on whicbfnen li\e ; and so this part is 
peculiHr to the priests only. 

*^ When Moaes distinguished the tabernacle into three 
parts, and allowed two of them to the priests/as a place ac- 
cessible and common, he denoted the land and the sea ; fi>r' 

» these are accessible to all. But when he set apart the 
third division for God, it was because heaven is inaccessi- 
ble^^o men. And when he ordered twelve Imei to be 

' sft on the table, he denoted the year, as distinguished 
into &h many months. And when he made the eandle- 

't^ stick ofH^ven parts, he secretly intimate the def;aoi, 
or seven divisions of the planets. And as to the seven 
Iamp« upon the candlesticks, they referred to th# coarse 
of the planets, of which that is the number. And for the 
i'ails, which were oomposed of four things, they dedaretl 

^ the four elements. For the line linen was proper to sig- 
nify the earth because the flax grows out of the earth. 
The purple signified the sea, because that cbloar is dyed 
by the blood of a sea shell-fish. The blue is fit to siguif;^ 
the air, anil the scarlet will naturally %e an imlication 
of fire. Now the vestment of the high priest) being made 
of linen, signified the earth ; the blue denoted the sky, 
being like lightning ii^its pomefrknates, and i» the noise 
of the bells resembling thtinder. And for the ejfhoJ, it 
showed that Qod had made the universe of four elements ; 
and as for the gold interwoven, I suppose it rekted. (o 
the splendouf by which all thingiB were enlightened. He 
aho appointed the breastplate ta be placed in the mid- 
'^1!c of the •^']pkho^' to 'resemble the eaflb ; "knd t)|04gifdle 
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"fUxiih enirompassed the iiigh priest roarwl, signified the 
oceah.'^ Each of«the sardonyxes declares to us the son 
andth«m66nt thog*l#iean that were in the nature of 
buttons on the higli priest's shoulders. And for the twelve^ 
storffes, whether we understand by them the months, or 
whether -we understand the like number of the signs of 
that itircle ^hich the Greeks call the zodia;^, we shall , 
not ^ mislaken in their meaning. And for the mitre, 
wHfich was of a blue colour, it seems to me to meaft hea- 
ven; for how otherwise CBdlld the name of God be in- 
^cribfd upon it ? That it was also illus. rated with a crown, 
and (hat of gold also, is berause of that splendour with ^ 
which God is pleased."~7b*<'/)/i»w ^Jniiq. Jud. ch. 7.

lights ; thereby magnifying thy power, and endearing thy 
gCModness, udto the son^ of men ; we humbly adore and wor- 
ship thine unspeakable perfection. We bless thee^ that 
when man had fallen from* t^f innocence and his happiness, 
thou didst still leave unto him the powers of reasonii^} and 
capacity of improvement and of pleasure. We thank thee 
that amidst the pains and calamities of our present state, so 
many means of refreshment and satisfaction are reserved 
unto OS, while travelling the rugged path of life.

And Moses called all Israel, and said unto them, Hear, 
O Israel, the stattites and judgments which t speak in 
your ears this day, that ye may learn them,' and keep 
and do them. The Lord our God made •« covenant with 
us in Horeb. The Lord made not this covenant with our 
fathers, but with tts» even us, who are all of us here alive 
this day. The Lord talked with you lace to face in the 
mount, out of the midst of the fire, (I stood between the 
Lord and you at that time, to show you the word of the 
Lord ; for ye were afraid by reason of the fire, and went 
not up into the mount,) saying, ^

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'< I am Um Lord thy God, which broagfat thee oat of 
(be land of Egypt, from the honae of bondage. Thou shalt 
bare none, other Gods before me. Thou shalt not make 
thee any graven image, or any likeness of any thing that is 
in heaven above, or that is in the earth beneath, or that is 
in the waters beneath the earth : Thou shalt not bow down 
thyself unto them, nor serve them : for L the Lord thy 
God am a JMilons God, visiting the iniquity of the fathers 
upon the children unto the thud and fourth generation of 
them that hate me, and shewing mercy unto thousands of 
them that love me, and keep my commandments. Thou 
shalt not take Uie name of the Lord thy God in vain : for the 
Lord will not hold him guiltless that taketh his name in vain. 
Keep the sabbath^day to sanctify it as the Lord thy God hath 
commanded thee. Six days thou shalt labour, and do all 
thy work : But the seventh day is the sabbath of the Lord 
tl^ God : in it thou shalt not do any work, thou, nor thy 
son, nor thy daughter, nor thy mau -servant, nor thy maid- 
servant, nor thine ox, nor thine ass, nor any of thy cattle, 
nor thy stranger that is within thy gates ; that thy man-ser- 
vant and thy maid-servant may rest as well as thou. And 
remember that thou wast a servant in the land of l%ypt, 
and that the Lord thy God brousht thee out thence, through 
a mighty hand, and by a stretc^ed'Out arm, therefore the 
Lord thy God commanded thee to keep the sabbath-day. 

» Honour thy father and thy mother, as the Lord thy 
God hath oomwanded thee ; that thy days may be prolong- 
ed, and that it may go well with thee, in the land which 
the Lord thy God giveth thee. Thou shalt not kill. Nei- 
ther shalt thou commit adultery. Neither shalt thou steal. 
Neither shalt thou bear false witness against thy neigh- 
bour. Neither shalt thou desire thy neighbour's wife, 
neither shalt thou eovet thy ne%hbour's house, his field, 
or his man-servant, or his maid-servant, his ox, or his ass, 
or any thing that is thy neighbour's. These words the 
Lord sp<^ vi^to sdl your assembly in the moU9t, out of 
^hemiwtof the fire, of the cloud, and of the thick dark- 
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ueis with a great voice : and he added no more.- And he 
wrote them in two tables of stone, and delivered them 
uuto me. And it came to pass, whenr ye heard the voice 
out of the midst of the darkness, (for the mountain did 
bum with fire,) that, ye came near unto me, even* all the 
heads of your tribes, and your elders ; And he said, Be- 
hold, the Lord our God hath shewed us his glory und his 
greatness, uid we have heard his voice out of the midst of 
the fire : we have seen this day that God doth talk with man 
and he liveth."— Deti/. v. l->24. 

** Zedckiab was one and twenty years old when he be^n 
to rei^nt and reigned eleven years in Jerusalem. And he 
did tluit which was evil in the sight of the Lord his God, 
and humbled not himself before ' Jeremiah the prophet, 
speaking from the mouth of the Lord. And he also rebel- 
led against king Nebuchadnezzar, who made' him swear by 
God, but he stiffened his neck, and hardened his heart, from 
turning unto the Lord God of Israel. 

^ Moreover all the chief of the priests and the people 
transgressed very much, siter idl the abominations of the 
heathen, and polluted the house of the Lord, which he had 
hallowed in Jerusalem. And the Lord God of their fieithers 
aent to them by his messengers ; rising up betimes and send- 
ing, because he had compassion on his people, and on his 
dwelling place. But they mocked the messengers of God, 
and despised his words, and misused his people till there 
was no remedy. Therefore he brought up<m them the kivg 
of the Chaldces, who slew their young men with the sword, 
in the house of their sanctuary and had no compassion upon 
young man, or maiden, old man, or him that stooped for age : 
he gave them all into his band. And all the vessels of the 
house of God, great and small, and the treasures of the house 
of the Lord, and the treasures of the king and of his prin- 
ces ; all tiiese he brought to Babylon. Awl they burned the 
house of God, and brake down the wall of (Jerusalem, 
and burned all the palaces thereof with ffire, and destroy- 
ed all the goodly veMels thereof with fire. And them 
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that had escaped from the sword, carried The away to Ba- 
bylon ; where they were serrants to him and his sons, un- 
til the reign of the kiDgdoaEi;,of Persia." — 2 Chron. xxxvi. 
1 1—20. 

** Now in the first year of Cyrus, king of Persia, that the 
word of the Lord, by the mouth of Jeremiah mi^ht be ful- 
filled, the Lord stirred up the spirit of Cyrus, king of Persia, 
that he made a proclamation throughout all his king- 
dom, and put it also in writing, saying, Thus saith Cyrus, 
king of Persia, The Lord God of heaven hath given me all 
the kingdoms of the earth, and he hath charged me to build 
him an house at Jerusalem, which is in Judah* who is there 
among you of all his people f his God be with him, and let 
him go up to Jerusalem which is in Judah, and build the 
house of the Liord God of Israel, he is the God, which is in 
Jerusalem."

Thefolloiping partictUars, relative to king Solomon'* 8 Temple^ 

may tnlh propriety be here introduced^ and cannot be unin^ 

leresting to a Royal Arch Mason* 

This famous fabric was situated on Mount Moriah, near 
the place where Abraham was about to offer up his son Isaac, 
and where David met and appeased the destroying angel. 
It was begun in the fourth year of the reign of Solomon ; 
the third after the death of David ; four hundred and eighty 
years after the passage of the Red Sea, and on the second day 
of the month Zif, being the second month of the sacred year, 
which answers to the 21st of April, in the year of the 
world 2992 ; and was carried on with such prodigious 
spef^d, that it was finished in all its parts, in little more th:\n 
seven years. 

By the masonic art, and the wise regulations of Solo- 
mon, every part of t^e building, whether of stone, brick, 
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timber, or metal, was wroa^ht and prepared before tbey 
were broag;ht to Jerasalem ; ao that the only tools made 
use of in erecting^ the fiibric were wooden instruments pre- 
pared for that purpose. The noise of the axe, the hammer, 
and every other tool df metal, was confined to the forests of 
Lebanon, where the timber was procured ; and to Mount 
•. Libanus, and the plains and quarries of Zeredathah, where 
the stones were raised, squared, marked, and numbered ; 
that nothings might be heard among the Masons at Jerusa- 
lem, but harmony and peace. 

In the year of the world 3029, king Solomon died, and 
was ducceeded by his son Rehoboam, who immediately after 
the death of his father went down to Sechem, where the 
chiefs of the people were met together to proclaim him 
king. 

When Jeroboam, the son of Nebat, who was in Egypt, 
whither he had fled from the presence of Solomon, and 
whose ambition had long aspired to the throne, heard of the 
death of the king, he hastened to return from Egypt) to put 
himself at the head of the discontented tribes, and lead 
them on to rebellion. He accordingly assembled them to- 
gether, and came to king Rehoboam, and spake to him after 
(his manner : 

♦* Thy father made our, yoke grierous ; now, therefore, 
ease thou somewhat the grievous servitude of thy father, 
and his heavy yoke that he put upon us, and we will serve 
thee. And he said unto them, Come again ucto me after 
three days. And the people departed. And kiog Reho- 
boam took counsel with the old men that had st^^od before 
Solomon his father while he yet lived, saying:, What 
counsel give ye me, to return answer to this people ? And 
they spake unto htm, saying. If thou be kind to thr? 
people, and please them, and speak good words to (hem, 
they will be thy servants for ever. Bat he forsook the 
counsel which the old men gave him, and took counsel 
of the young men that were brought up with him, 
that stood before him. And he said unta them, What ad- 
vice give ye, that we may return answer to this people, 
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"Which li9ve spoken to me, faying, Ease somewfaAf the' yoke 
4bat thy ^tber did pat upou^tis ? Aild the young nMn that 
were tooaght np with him spake Unto hiin« Haying;, Thus 
«haU thou answer the people that spake unto thee, saying, 
Thy &ther made our yoke heayy,- but make thou it 
tomewhat lighter for us, thus shalttlioa say unto them; My 
little finger shall be thicker than my lather's loitnr. For, . 
whereas my father put a heayy yoki^ upon you, I will ' 
put mbre to your yoke : my father chastised you with whips, 
but I will chastise you with scorpions. So /erdboam 
and all the people came to RehobiMam on t!he third day, as 
the kiiig bade, saying, Come again to me on the third day. 
And the king answered tbem roughly ; and king Reho- 
boam Ibrsook the counsel of the old men'; and andwered 
them after the advice of the young men, sajrihg. My . 
father made your yoke heavy, but I will add thereto; 
my lather chastiscid you with whips, but 1 will chastise 
you with scorpions. And when all 19rael saw that the king 
would' not hearken unto them, the people answered the 
kingt saying. What portion have we in David ? and we 
have no inheritance in the son of Jesse : every man to your 
tents, O Israel ! and now, David, see to thine own house. . 
So all Israel went to their tents." — ^6^ee 2 Chron. ch. z. 

But as to the children of Israel that dwelt in the cities of . 
Jndahand fianjamin, Rehoboam reigned over them. 

In this manner were the tribes of Israel divided, and un- 
der two distinct governments, for 264 years, when the ten 
revolted tribes, having become weak and de^etiei^ated, hy 
Ibllowing the wickedness and idolatry df the kings who gov- 
erned them, fell a prey to Shalmaoeser,^ kin^^ of, Assyria, who, 
in the reign of Hoshea, king of Israel, besieged the city 
of Samaria, laid their ceukitry waste, and utterly extirpated 
their government. Such was the wretched fate of a people 
who disdained vuljection to the laws of the house of Da- 
vid, and whose impiety and effemfioacy ended fnjiheir de- 
stFOotion. 
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After a series of changes and events, of which an ftocoant . 
may be found in the history of the temple, NebaohadnaK* 
zar, king of Babylon, with his forces, took possession of 
Jerusalem, and having made captive Jehoiachim the king^ 
of Judah, elevated his uncle Zedekiah to the throne, after 
binding him by a solemn oath neither to make innovations 
in the government, nor to take part with the Egyptians in 
their wars against Babylon. 

At the end of eight years, Zedekiah violafed his oath to 
Nebuchadnezzar, by forming a treaty offensive and defen- 
sive with the Egyptians ; thinking that jointly they could 
subdue the king of Babylon. Nebuchadnezzar immediately 
marched and ravaged Zedekiah's country, seized his cas* 
tie and fortress, and proceeded to the siege of Jerusalem. 
Pharaoh, learning how Zedekiah was pressed, advanced 
to his rjslief, with a view of raising the siege. Nebuehad* 
nezzar, having intimation thereof, would not wait his ap- 
proach, but pro^eedc^ to give him battle, and in one con- 
test drove him out of Syria. Thid circumstance suspended 
the siege. 

In the ninth year of Zedekiah's reign, the kibg of Bkby. 
Ion again besieged Jerusalem, with a large army, and for a 
a year and a half exerted all his stren^h to conquer it ; 
but the city did not yield, thonj^ enfeebled by famine and 
pestilence. 

In the eleventh year the siege went on ingoronsly ; the 
Babylonians completed their works, having raised tow- 
ers all round the city so as to drive the invaded party 
from its walls. The place, though a prey to plague ana 
famine, was obstinately defended during the space of a 
year and a half. But at length, want of prorisions and 
forces compelled its surrender, and it was accordingly 
delivered, at midnight, to the officers of Nebuchadnez- 
zar. 

Zedekiah, seeing the troops enter the temple, ab- 
sconded by a narrow pass to the desert, with his officers 
and friends : but advice of his escape being given to the 
BabyIonian9, they pursued them early in the morning. 
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and surrounded them near Jericho, where they were 
bound and carried before the Idng, who ordered his wives 
and children to be put to death in his sight, and then or- 
dered Zedekiah's eyes to be put out, and himself con- 
ducted in chains to Babylon, s 

After this victory, Nebuchadnezzar despatched his 
principal officer, Nebazaradan, to Jerusalem, to ransack 
and burn both palace and temple, to raze the city to the 
ground, and conduct the captive inhabitants to Babylon ; 
thjs order he accordingly executed. Among the captives 
were the following persons of eminence: Seraiah, the 
high priest; Zephaniali, next in rank; the secretary to 
the king : three principal keepers of tbe temple^seven of 
the king's chosen friends, and other persons of distinc- 
tion. 

In the seventieth year of the captivity of the Jews, and 
the first of the reign of Cyrus, king of Persia, he issued 
his famous edict, purporting that the God adored by the 
Israelites was the eternal being through whose bounty 
he enjoyed the regal dignity ; and that he had found hint- 
self honourably mentioned by the prophets of ancient 
date, as the person who should cause Jerusalem to be 
rebuilt, and restore the Hebrews to their former state 
of grandeur and independency ; he, therefore, gave or- 
ders for the release of the captives, with his permission 
to return to their own native country, to rebuild the city 
and the house of the Lord. 

The principal people of the tribes of Judah' and Ben- 
jamin, with the priests and Levites, immediately depart- 
ed for Jerusalem and commenced the . undertaking ; but 
many of the Jews determined to remain in Babylon, ra- 
ther than relinquish the possessions they had obtained in 
that city.

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CHAPTER XII. 

QkiervtUiont on the Order of High Priest. 

This order appertains to the office of High Priest of the 
Royal Arch Chapter, and no one can be le^lly entitled to 
receive it until he has been elected to sustain tliat office in 
some reg:ular chapter qf Royal Arch Masons. 

The following passages of scripture are made^ use of da* 
ring the ceremonies appertaining to this order, viz. 

^ And they took Lot, Abram's brother^s son fwho* 
dwelt in Sodom,) and his goods, and departed. And mere 
came one that had escaped, and told Abram the Hebrew ; 
for he dwelt in the plain of Mamre the Amorite, brother 
of Eschol, and brother of Aner : and these were confederates 
with Abram. And when Abram heard that his brother waa 
taken captive, he armed his trained servants, born in hia 
own house, three huudred and eighteen, and pursued them 
unto Dan. And he divided himself against &em, he and 
his servants, by nirht, and smote them, and pursued them 
unto Hobah, which is on the left hand of Dajnascus. And 
he brought braok all the goods, and also brought again his 
brother Lot, and his goods, and the women i^so, and the 
people. And the king of Sodom went out to meet him, 
(after his return from the slaughter of Chedorlaomer, and 
of the kings that were with him,) at the valley of Sheveh, 
which is the king's dale. And Melchisodeo, king of Salem, 
brought forth bread and wine: and be was the priest of the 
most high God. And he blessed him, and said, blessed be 
Abram of the most high Aod, possessor of heaven and earth ; 
and blessed be the moit high God^ which hath delivered 
thine enemies into thy hand. And be gsve him tithes of<al]. 
And the king of Sodom sttid nnto Aihram, Give me the 
persons, and take the goods to thyself. And Abram said 
to the kfaig of Sodom, I have lifted up mine hand unto tb« 
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Lord, the most high God, the posBes&or of heaven and earth, 
that 1 will not take from thee a thread even to a shoe-latch- 
et, and that I will not take any thing that is thine, lest thou 
shooldest say, I hare made Abram rich ; save only that 
which the yoans men have eaten, and the portion of the men 
which went wi& me, Aner, i^chol, and Mamre^ let them 
take their portion. "--Cren. ziv. 1S--24. 

<^ And the Lord spake onto Moses, saying. Speak onto 
Aaron, and unto his sons, saying. On this wise ye shall bless 
the children of Israel, saying onto them. The Lord bless 
thee, and keep thee ; the Lorn make his face to shine upon 
thee, and be graeioos unto thee ; the Lord lift up his conn- 
tenaace upon thee, and give thee peace."—- Aiml vi. 2S, 96. 

" For this Melchisedee, king of Salem, priest of the most 
high God, who met Abraham retoming fiKun the slaughter 
of the kings^and blessed him ; to whom also Abraham gave 
a tenth part of all ; (first being, by interpretation, king of 
Bighteousness, and after that also king of Salem, which is, 
king of Peace; without father, without descent, having 
neither beginning of days nor end of life, but made like unto 
the Son of God;) abideth a priest continually. Now con- 
sider how great this man was, unto whom even the patriarch < 
Abraham gave the tenth of the spoils. And verily they 
that are of the sons of Levi, who receive the office of the 
priesthood, have a commandwent to take tithes of the people 
aoooidii^ to the law, that is, of their brethren, though they 
eome out of the loins of Abraham." — Heb, vii. 1 — 6.

« For those priests {uniar the Levitieal law) were made 
without an oath, but this with an oath, by him that said

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We have at length arrived at the mark to which all 
oar attention has been uniibrmly directed ; namely, a 
history, and bo fat* as has been practicable^ an elacida> 
lion of the several degrees of ancient masonry, so called. 
It will be readily perceived that the last two very impor-^ 
tant degrees, viz. the Most Excellent Master and Royal 
Arch Mason — ^particularly the former, are printed verba- 
tim from the FruemasoDs' Monitor, and for this very obvi- 
ous and consolatory reason, that it is the mode pursued in 
all the regular chapters of the United States, and we be- 
lieve, with a few unimportant variations, throughout the 
habitable globe. 

It will DO doubt be remarked, that we have incorporated 
in the latter degree, eertain additional extracts fix>m Holy 
Writ, which will serve to expand the mind of the industri- 
ous compttnioo ; inasmuch as they serve in a very eminent 
manner to explain not only to the novitiate, but even to 
some who consider themselves well instructed in this highly 
important and mysterious degree, a variety of useful infor- 
mation. This has been done at the instance of an enlight- 
ened brother, high in office, whose opinions on most subjects 
in masonry, are always regarded with an interest border- 
ing on reverence. 
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Charges on the installation of the Qjgkers of a Roifdl 

Arch Chapter, j 

Charge to the High FYieft. j 

" Companion, 

" In consequence of your cheerful acquiescence with 
the charges which you have heard recited, you are now j \ 
qualified for installation as ^the high priest of this royal 
^'ch chapter; and it is incumbent upon me, on thiB 
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occasion-, jto poiDt out soque of tbe particulars appertaining 
tp your office, duly, and dignity. 

•* Let the MUre^ with which yoa are invested, remind 
you of the digQity of the oflice you sustain, and its inscrip- 
tion impress upon your mind a sense of your dependence 
upon God ; that perfection is not given unto man upon the 
earfh, and that perfect holiness belong;eth alone unto the 
IrfOrd. , 

'**The Breatitplate^ with which you are decorated, in im- 
'itation of that upon which were engraven tbe names of the 
twelve tribes, and worn by the high priest of Israel, is to 
-teach you that you are always to bear in mind your respon • 
sibility to the laws and ordinances of the institution, and 
that the honour and interests of your chaptiir and its mem- 
bers should be always near yovr heart. 

"The various colours o(i\\e Robes you wear are emblem- 
-atical of every grace and virtue, which can adorn and 
Iseautify the human mind ; each of which will be briefly il- 
lustrated in the course of the charges to be delivered to 
your subordinate officers. 

•* You will now take charge of your officers, standing 
upon their right, and present them severally in successiofi 
to the deputy grand high priest, by whom they will be pre- 
sented to me for installation." i 

Charge to the Second Officer^ or King, 
** Companion, 

" The important station to which you are elected in this 
chapter requires from you exemplary conduct ; its duties 
demao<]l your most assiduous attention ; you are to second 
mud support your chief in all the requirements of his office, 
aud, should casualties at any time prevent his attendance, 
you are to succeed him in the performance of bis duties. 

•« Your badge (the levelf surmounted by a croteh) should 
remind you, that although you are the representative of 
a king, and exalted by office above your companions, yet 
that yuu remain upon a level with them, as respiects your 
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daty to God, (o yoiir neisfaboar, and to yoorselft that you 
are equally bound with tbem to be ol)edient to thelawt and 
ordtnaooes of the institntion, to be charitable, bmnana, and 
jast, and to seek erery occasion of doino^ g;ood. 

**- Toar office teaches a striking lesson of bomiUty. The 
ifistitations of politicil society teach as to eonsider the 
kin^ as the chief of created beings, and that the first doty 
of his subjects is to obey his mandates ; but the kiititatiooa 
of our sublime degrees, by placing the king in a sitnatioii 
sobordinate to the high priest, teaeh as that o«r duty to 
God is paramoant to all other daties and shoold erer claim 
the priority of oar obedience to man ; and Chat howerer 
strongly we may be boond to obey the laws of ciril society, 
yet those laws, to iMjastt shoald never intermeddle with- 
matters of conscience, nor dictate articles of faith. 

** The scttrUi robe^ an emblem of imperial diniity, tfaoold 
remiad yon of the paternal concern yon sbonld erer feel for 
the welfare of ^our chapter, and the ardent Meai with 
which yoa should endearoar to promote its prosperity. 

*^ In presenting to yoa fb^eroumj which is an emblem of 
royalty, I would remind you, that to reign sovereign in the 
hearts and affections of men must be (kr more grateful to a 
generous and benevolent mind, than to rule over their lives* 
and fortunes ; ^nd that to enable you to enjoy this pre-emi* 
nence with honour and satisfaction, you mart subject your 
own passions and prejudices to the dominion of reason and 
charity. 

*^ Tou are entitled to the second seat in the council of 
your companions. Let the bright example ofyoarinastri- 
ous predecestor in the grand council at Jerusalem, sthnaHite 
you to the faithful discharge of your daties ; and when the 
King ofkings shall summon you into his immediate presence, 
from his hand may you receive a crotmefgloty which shall 
never fade away." 
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'' Charge to the Third Officer y or Scribe. 

<^ Companion, 

'* The office of scribe, to which you are elected, is very 
important and respectable ; in the absence of your superior 
officers, you are bound to succeed them, and to perform 
their duties. The purposes of (he institution ought never 
to suffer for want of intelligeoce in its proper- officers; you 
will therefore perceive the necessity there is of your pos- 
sessing such qualifications as will enable you to accomplish 
those duties which are incumbent upon you in your. appro- 
priate station, as well as those which may occasionally de- 
volve on you, by the absence of your superiors. 

The Purple Robe^ with which you are invested, is an 
emblem of uniorij and is calculated to remind you that 
the harmony and unanimity of the chapter should be your 
constant aim ; and to this end you aire studiously to avoid 
all occasions of giving offence, or countenancing any thing 
that may create divisions or dissentions. You are, by all 
the means in your power, to .endeavour to establish a per- 
manent union and good understanding among all orders and 
' degrees of masonry ; and, as the glorious sun at its meridian 
height dispels the mists and clouds which obscure the hor- 
izon, so may your exertions tend to dissipate the gloom of 
jealousy and discord whenever they may appear. 

"Your badge (a Plumb-nUe^ surmounted by the Tur- 
ban) is an emblem of rectitude and vigilance ; and while 
you stand as a watchman upon the tower to guard your 
companions against the approach of those enemies of hu- 
man felicity, intemperance and excess, let this faithful mon- 
itor ever remind you to walk uprightly in your sta- 
tion ; admonishing and animating your companions to i- 
delity and industry, while at labour, and to temperance 
and moderation while .at refreshment. And when the 
great Watchman of Israel, whose eye never slumbers nor 
sleeps, shall relieve you from your post on earth, may he 
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
